4. Claims 1, 6, 7, 11, 12, 17, 18, and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Ho et al. (United States Patent 5,317,596), hereinafter referenced 
as Ho. 

Regarding claim 1 , Ho discloses a method and apparatus for echo cancellation 
with discrete multitone modulation. In addition Ho discloses a circuit arrangement for 
two-wire/four-wire conversion in a DMT system, which is connected to a digital 
reception path, a digital transmission path and also an analog transmission/reception 
path and which has an echo cancellation device in the time domain, the arrangement 
having a device for adaptation of the echo cancellation in the frequency domain, 
wherein the echo cancellation device is nonlinear, and the device for adaptation of the 
echo cancellation has a first linear model, a nonlinear model and also a second linear 
model, and the coefficient of the nonlinear model which are determined in the device for 
adaptation of the echo cancellation can be transferred to a nonlinear unit of the echo 
cancellation device, as disclosed at column 5, line 26 through column 7, line 62 and 
exhibited in figures 3 and 4. 

Regarding claim 6, Ho discloses everything claimed as applied above (see claim 
6), in addition Ho discloses wherein a linear echo cancellation device in the frequency 
domain is connected in parallel with the device for adaptation of the echo cancellation, 
as disclosed at column 5, line 26 through column 7, line 63 and exhibited in figures 3 
and 4. 

Regarding claims 7, 12 and 18, Ho discloses everything claimed, in addition 
claims 7, 12 and 18 disclose method which describe logical implementation of the

apparatus disclosed in claim 1, therefore claims 7, 12 and 18 are interpreted and thus 
rejected for the reasons set forth above in the rejection of claim 1 . 

Regarding claims 11,17 and 22, Ho discloses everything claimed, in addition 
claims 11,17 and 22 disclose method which describe logical implementation of the 
apparatus disclosed in claim 6, therefore claims 11,17 and 22 are interpreted and thus 
rejected for the reasons set forth above in the rejection of claim 6. 



5. Claims 2-6, 8, 10, 13-16, and 19-21 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
